OUR EXPENSIVE PALATES. 


Th» Price of Flavor I* Not Alwaya the 


Price of Luxury. 


Physiological chemists occasionally 


delight to tell us that wo are the dupes 
of aesthetic suiiscs aad pleasing na 
Tors. Men will pay, they say, half a 
guinea for a pint of turtle soup which 
from a strictly nutritiTe, point of view 
Is not worth a twentieth part of thai 
sum. Oysters, we ai'e told, are an es 
travagant form" of food, silica fourteen, 
of them dp not contain as muc£. nour 
ishmeut as a single egg, while It would 
require the lugestlon of no less than 
200 good oysters -before the protein 
equivalent of a pound of beef was 
reached. Caviare, again, is not to be 
compared with the bloater as regards 
Its nutritive value. Indeed, the" latter 
"offers the "largest amount of nutri- 
ment for a given sum of any animal 
food." 


It Is evident if we regard thi;se con- 


clusions seriously that a- large section 
of the human race is wickedly Indul- 
gent, caring more for the palatable 
than- the nutritious quality cf food 
Tbe same appear? to be true Iu regarc 
to beverages, and eveu lii the case of 
cigars there Is no difference, chemical- 
ly speaking, "between the penny Pick- 
wick, and the shilling Havana. The 
difference of 11 pence Is paid for flavor, 
and flavor alone. Physiologically it Is 
possible that a "brandy and soda" cost- 
lag, say, a shilling Is just as satisfac- 
tory as a jjlut of champagne at 5 Bhll- 
llngs. Similarly It may be said that a 
pint of beer at sixpence Is quite as 
good, dletetlcally speaking, its a small 
bottle of Chauteau Margeaux at 3s. 8d. 


There are, however, clearly Instances 


in which In no Etense cau the uutrltive 
equivalent of food and beverages be 
summed up In so many pounds, shil- 
lings and pence. 'How often Is it 
found, for example, that the invalid 
may be tempted to take n few oysters 
in preference to a small beef fillet or 
some turtle soup when calves' head, the 
basis of mock turtle, would scarcely 
appeal to him, even although It may 
be, more than t;qual Iu nutritive value 
to the only reptile used to any extent 
as food iu this country. When a per- 
son refuses to take a given food, how- 
ever nutritive and wholesome It may 
be, because it Is not tempting-to the 
Bight or the palate, It is in many In- 
stances probable that If he struggles 
to .overcome his fastidiousness such 
food may prove to taj; his digestive 
functions and may eveu cause gastric 
trouble. 


The chemical analysis of food and 


physiological experiments in the test 
tube do not take into account this psy- 
chical factor of digestion, for the di- 
gestive process is well begun when the 
sight of food is pleasing. On the con- 
trary, when tfood does not appeal to the 
eye it Is likely not to appeal to the 
stomach. It is hardly reasonable to 
conclude, therefore, that the price of 
flavor is always the price of luxury.— 
Lancet.

-We havo bad many Inquiries concerning 
the provisions of the now law, tberoforo 
we herewith print tbe full text ol' tbo act, 
which la as follows: 


Section 1, Be it enacted, &c., That 


hereafter all dogs, made taxable by the 
act to wbioh this is a supplement, shall 
be required to wear, at all times, a sub- 
stantial collar, to which shall be attached 
tho tag hereinafter mentioned; said collar 
to be furnished by the owuer of said dog 
or dogs; and said tag to be furnished by 
the Oounty OauiinissloDers, and to be 
paid for by them, out of tbe fund realized 
from the taxation ol dogs. 


Section 2. Tbe Oounty Commissioners 


of tbe several counties sball prepare and 
furnish, annually, to the several tax col- 
lectors oE the county, motal tags, to be 
given by said tax collectors to the owners 
of dogs when suid owners shall pay the 
tax assessed upon said dogs. Upon one 
side ol said tags shall be stamped, in 
raised letteis, tbo following: "Dug tax 
for—(naming the year) paid." 


Section 3. At tbe time of payment of 


dug tax by the owner of such dog, the tax 
collector shall give to said owner one of 
said tags prepared for the year for which 
said tax Is paid, which said rax shall 
thereupon bo attached to tho collar ol tbe 
dog for which mild tax wan paid by tha 
owner of HHid Cog. 


Section 4. Should tbo owner of 'any 


dog or dogs iidgluot to pay the tax as- 
sessed on tmid clog or dogs, and to comply 
otherwise, with (he piovisions of this net 
during tbe year for which said tax is as- 
HQaseil, ItHbnll immediately thereafter be 
the duty of tbe pioper tax collector to 
uive notice, either written or verbal, to 
HUH! owner that if be falls to pay said 
tux, 
and also to comply with tho piovi- 


sious of sections one nod throo of this aot 
as to tbe collar and tag required to be 
uorn, within said time, that said dog will 
thereupon be killed by tbe constable of 
tbe proper district. 


Section 5. In oases of deiunlt by any 


such owner as to complying with tlie re- 
quirements ot this act, and particularly 
witb section four as to payment of tax, 
wealing collar anil tag, and killing his 
suid dog, it shall thereupon be tbo duty 
of tho tax collector of said dlstiict, aud 
»hall also be tbe right und privilege of 
any citizen of tbe proper district, to noti- 
fy the proper constable of tho said dis- 
trict of such faihiu; nnd faults, and that 
it thereupon becomes tho duty of said 
constable to kill paid dog. And in either 
case It filial I theieupun be the dnty of said 
constable to kill all such dogs, aud for 
such service said constable shall be en- 
titled to receive for each dog killed by 
him, from tlie Oounty Commissioners, 
out of tho fund lealized^from the taxa- 
tion of dogs, the sum of fifty cents. 


Section 6. Eveiy person kooping a dog 


or dogs about his house or premises per- 
mitting such dog or clogs to stay about 
the bouse or premises, shall be taken and 
(komed to be tho owner of sucb dog or 
dogs, for all the purposes of this act. 


Section 7. 
All acts or parts of acts in- 


consistent heieulth bo and tho same are 
hereby repealed.

This is the 
first National Parliament to which women 
have been elected.

Although 180 of tile 199 newly elected 
members are men, Baroness Alexandra 
GripeuberK, tbe leader of the 19 women 
in Parliament, was ohosen to make the 
response to tho Governor General's open- 
ing address in behalf of the National As- 
sembly. 
The Baroness, who IB nmcli be- 


loved for her good works, received the 
largest vote of any candidate nominated 
by the Old Finnish party. She says that 
the *omen of all parties will boar wit- 
ness to the kind and brotherly spirit in 
wbioh they have been treated by the men.

of more equal opportunity among men of 
making a living is the great issue that 
now shakes this Nation?"

speaking of this action to Tennyson 
tHe next day Carlyle broke out -with a 
savage snarl: 


"What old that fellow mean by leav- 


ing that cart load of stones at my 
door?" 


Tennyson himself, though not nearly 


so grouchy as the Chelsea sage, was 
yet considerably of a growler on occa- 
sion. Especially did this tendency on 
his part become manifest when he sus- 
pected a disposition on any side to 
lionize him. 


It Is related that at a dinner in Lon- 


don to which he had gone much 
against his will at the solicitation of 
a relathe the poet lauieate soon dis- 
covered that the company were expect- 
ing some pearl of thought fron^hitu. 
He glowered at the gathering In jaacb 
a way as visibly to disconcert some of 
^thern. Then, as if purposely to utter 
the most nnpoetlcal remark he', could 
devise, with a grim smile he turned to 
his hostess—all the guests in absolute 
silence waiting the slightest word of 
genius—and growled out: 


"Madam, I like my mutton cut In 


chunks—In chunks, madam, in chunks!" 


Perhaps the greatest grouch of lit- 


erature was Dean Swift, that whimsi- 
cal misanthrope who evinced a moibid 
delight in humiliating his social Infe- 
riors because he li imself when young 
had been outragcoi sly affronted "by his 
superiors. 


Swift tad acted SB private secretary 


to Sir William Temple. Once when 
Sir William was confined to his bed 
with gout the king, William III., visit- 
ed him, and Swift officiated as his 
majesty's irulde tbrough the gardens 
of Moor Park. The king taught the 
secretary how to cut asparagus In the 
Dntch -way, and Swift had also lie 
felicity of seeing him eat the vegetable. 


Years afterward, when Swift was 


dean of St. Patrick's cathedral. In Pub- 
lln, his publisher, Faulkner, called at 
the deanery on" business connected 
with some proof sheets. Having been 
detained nntll near dlnuer time, he 
was pressed by the dean to dine with 
him.

' Whereupon the meek Faulkner, yield 
ing to the dean's will, ate the stalks 
most submissively. 


Shortly after the dean's death Faulk- 


ner was relating the Incident jis on Il- 
lustration of Swift's insolence. 


"And you were silly enough to obey 


him?" asked some one. 


"Yes," replied Faulkner, ."and let me 


add, sir, that if you had dined with 
Dean Swift yotr would have eaten 
your stalks too."

THE ILIAITSJVEAKNESS. ^ 


Comer's Version of the Legend of 


Helen of Troy. 


Why did not the Trojans restore 


Helen to Menelaus and by so doing 
avoid all the fatal consequences of tlje 
siege of Troy? 
This question has 


probab'ly been asked by every reader 
of Homer's celebrated epic without 
finding a satisfactory answer. Why, 
Indeed, should the entire population of 
Priam have preferred the destruction 
of their city and their lives rather than 
by restoring Helen to disturb the love 
pleasures of one of the many Trojan 
princes? Such stupldltyor recklessness 
on the port of ths Trojans seems in- 
credible, and it must be supposed that 
for some good reason not mentioned by 
Homer'they could not help acting the 
way they did. 


In fact, Herodotus, a countryman 


of Homer's, lu bis version of the Helen 
legend, which no claUns to'have receiv- 
ed from the Egyptians, gives a plausi- 
ble explanation of that obscure point. 
According to this account, Paris, after 
carrying off Helen from Sparta, sailed 
with her homeward, but on his way 
across the JEgeau sea he was driven 
by violent winds to the Conoplc mouth 
of the Nile. On that shore stood a 
temple dedicated to Hercules, which 
had the right of sanctuary. Some of 
tho attendants fled to the tempje, and, 
with a view to injure Paris, they ac- 
cused him to the Egyptians, narrating 
all the circumstances of tue outrage of 
Helen and the wrong done to Meiie- 
laus.- . 


As soon as Tbonls, the warden of 


that mouth of the river, received the 
Intelligence he sent a message to Pro- 
teus, In Memphis, to this effect' "A 
stronger Is arrived from Greece. 
He 


Is by race a Tcucrlan and has dono a 
wicked deed In the courtry*f rorn which 
he Is come Having beguiled the wife 
of-ttib man whose guest he was, he 
carried her awny with him and much 
treasure also 
Are we to lot him de- 


part as he came or shall we seize what 
he has brought?" 


Proteus in answer ordered that tho 


man who dealt so wickedly with bis 
friend should be seized and brought 
before him. 
His older was carried 


out, and Proteus asked Paris who he 
was, whence he came and how ho got 
possession of Helen. 
In his' reply 


Paris became confused and diverged 
from tho truth; whereupon tho slaves 
Interposed, confuted his statements 
and told the whole history of the crime. 
At last Proteus pronounced this judg 
ment: 


"Bid I not regard It as a matter of 


the utmost consequence that no stran- 
ger driven to my country should ever 
be put to death I would have avenged 
the Greek by slaying thee. Thou bas- 
est of men, after accepting hospitality 
tq do so wicked a deed! Now, then, as 
I want to put no stranger to death, I 
suffer thdp to depart, but the woman 
and the 'treasures must stay here till 
the Greek stranger comes In person and 
takes them back,to him. For'thyself 
and thy companions I command thce 
to be gone from my land within tho 
space of three days, and I warn thee 
that othci'totse.-at-the end of that time 
you will be treated as enemies." 


According.to this account, therefore, 


.the Trojans could not restore Helen 
for the simple reason that she was not 
In their possession, for she was in 
Egypt, where Menelaus received her 
back unharmed. It seems that Homer, 
too, was acquainted with this original 
story, since he tells that Paris came 
with Helen to Sidpn, In Phoenicia 
(Iliad vl,*201)t also that Menelaus be- 
fore returning to Troy stayed with 
Helen In Bavpt (Odyssey Iv, 228-230 
Iliad Iv, 301) 
But Homer probabl 


. thought the Ilorodotlnn version lei 
adapted for epic poetry than the 01 
he followed.—New York Tribune.
